BACK COLD WAVE FROM

A sudden attack on Saturday night 


by invading forces under the com- 
mand of General Frost was met by 
every Covina valley rancher with a 
prepared front that repulsed the 
enemy all along the line. Attacks 
on Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights, in the early morn- 
ing, were successfully beaten off by 
a complete battery of orchard heat- 
ers. The arch enemy of the citrus 
growers found the Covina district 
better equipped than in past years, 
and in fact, better equipped than 
almost any district in the state. 
There was therefore no damage re- 
ported in any part of the Covina 
valley. 


Frost warnings went out from the 


protective association on Saturday 
night and on every succeeding night 
for several nights. The statement 
that the temperature would reach 
the low mark of twenty-six 
and 


twentyifive above was later sub- 
stantiated, and in some spots the 
thermometers registered as low as 
twenty-three above. The firing of 
pots before the danger line had been 
reached brot the temperatures up 
rapidly. Orchard pots were going 
full blast in all parts of the valley 
on at least two nights, but were not 
fired by all ranchers every night, it 
was disclosed. As a result a heavy 
pall of smoke hung over the valley. 


.. 
The protective association report- 


ed that virtually every rancher in 
this district was thoroly prepared, 
altho successive heating on several 
nights made it necessary to put in 
hurry calls for more oil. There were 
several rush orders placed for extra 
orchard pots by ranchers who dis- 
covered that the groves were not 
adequately equipped.

Supplementing the broadcasting of 


the minimum temperature forecasts 
over radio KHJ at eight o 'clock each 
night, a new service for citrus grow- 
ers has been inaugurated by Floyd 
D. Young, 
meteorologist 
of 
the 


United States weather bureau, ac- 
cording to Claude A. Cole, local 
weather bureau 
representative in 


charge of the fruit-frost service in 
the San Gabriel valley. 


Mr. Young now speaks over radio 


KFWC of Pomona on those nights 
when the temperature is likely to 
drop to the firing point. The talk is 
given at 8:30 p. m. daily, except 
Wednesday and Sunday, when it will 
be delayed until 9:15 p. m. In addi- 
tion to reading tho minimum tem- 
perature forecasts, Mr. Young will 
also give in his brief talk informa- 
tion 
concerning 
wind 
conditions, 


temperature inversion, probable time 
of firing, and other facts concerning 
the weather of the night, which will 
be helpful to growers who heat their 
groves. 


The forecast is read nightly over 


KFWC at the hours given above, 
regardless of whether there is likely 
to be firing during the night, but 
Mr. Young talks only on those nights 
•when dangerous temperatures are 
imminent. The service should be of 
value, especially to those who miss 
the KHJ broadcast at eight o'clock.

She Is 612 feet long, SO feet wide 
and 100 feet deep from bridge deck 
to keel. 


Fitted to carry 750 passengers in 


luxury, she also has capacious re- 
frigerator holds for carrying Cali- 
fornia products to market. Thou- 
sands of boxes of citrus fruits, 10,- 
000 cases of eggs and thousands of 
packages of canned fruits and veg- 
etables, all from California, will 
fill those holds when the great ves- 
sel sails from San Francisco on 
her first eastbound voyage on De- 
cember 20th. 


One outstanding feature in the 


new "Virginia" is that she is the 
largest commercial vessel to be 
electrically 
propelled. 
Only 
one 


other large commercial 
ship has 


the same form of driving machin- 
ery, and that is the "California," 
a sister vessel, which came out 
last winter. A third ship of the 
same novel design and construc- 
tion will appear in December next 
and may prove California's Christ- 
mas gift for 1929. 


All three vessels are the product 


of the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Company yards at 
Newport News, Va. These yards 
were founded by Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, California pioneer and rail- 
road builder. 
Hence, California's 


early investments come back to 
her in another form, in the new 
electric liners. 


The great vessels are owned and 


managed by the Panama 
Pacific 


Line, a unit in the International 
Mercantile Marine Co., and fly the 
house flag of the old American

service under

American flag. The ships are about 
33,000 tons displacement each, or 
more than twice the size of the 
leading American ocean flyers of 
thirty years ago.

This is a fav- 
ored spot of tiie world and the own- 
ers or1 orange and lemon groves 
have much to be thankful for, yet 
they will have to use business meth- 
ods, show industry, keep up to date, 
and have capital, in order to get 
profitable returns.

way? If there were not some worth- 
while challenge to the citrus business, 
California ranching would not have 
attracted the high grade people that 
it has. Yi-t tliere are fe.iv avenues 
of life where one will find as much 
"kick" as there is in producing Cal- 


ifornia oranges and lemons. It is a 
highly developed business that has 
lured sojjii: of the best brains of the 
country and a business that is cer- 
tain to continue to develop in an 
amazing way. It will be an inter- 
esting, thing'to watch what the next 
ten years will do in the industry. 
If we had the money to buy it, the 
sense to handle it. the wisdom to 
take the "lean" years with the 
good ones, we would like nothing 
better—next to editing a newspap- 
er—than to tackle an orange or lem- 
on grove for the next decade. Would 
that appeal to you?

The American Legion has done 


well to put at the very head of its 
program for national legislation dur- 
ing the coming year the proposition 
to enact a law for a universal draft 
of the earnings of invested capital 
as well as of man power in time of 
war. The Christian Science Monitor 
has so often discussed this measure 
that it seems scarcely necessary now 
to reiterate the argument in its fa- 
vor. 
That it would prevent war-time 


profiteering, and make the nation, 
in the event of so calamitous an oc- 
currence as war, a united and coher- 
ent 
whole, impregnable to attack 


from w i t h o u t , seems obvious. As a 
war measure the universal draft is 
above and beyond criticism. But to 
many its presentation as a peace 
measure seems pnradoxicaj. 


And yet there are few distinctly 


national policies that would go fur- 
ther 
toward 
the 
maintenance of 


peace. It goes almost without say- 
ing that the more unpopular and 
undesirable 
war 
is 
made, 
the 


ess likely war is to be declared. The 
Monitor does not assume an extreme 
position on this subject. It does not 
believe, and never has asserted, that 
wars are always, or oven in the ma- 
jority of instances, fomented 
for 


economic purposes, or encouraged by 
interests which would find profit in 
(hem. 
But everyone must recognize 


the fact that a moment when peace 
or war over some political question 
may be in the balance, there will 
always, under present conditions, be 
a large section of the people in any 
country to whom the conflict will 
seemingly present a certain advan- 
tage, involving no personal or finan- 
cial risk to themselves. 


Wars in the past have in the main 


been fought, by men and boys under 
thirty years of age, tlio it is appar- 
ent from the record in the late years 
of the world war that this limita- 
tion will not long be maintained.But 
the people, who for one reason or 
another—age, seeming importance to 
tin' economic life of the coiiiininiitv. 
or special privilege—find themselves 
free from the obligation of neural 
service in the 
field, have usually 


found war times a period of great 
profit taking. The stay-at-home grew 
rich, while t h e soldier in the trench- 
es suffered. 


Perhaps no sacrifice ean be made 


equal tn that of the soldier, but at 
least the Jaw can provide that those 
who do not fight shall pay, and pay 
lavishly. The earnings of the non- 
combatant, from laborer up to the 
post of manager of the greatest cor- 
poration in the country, should be 
computed on the scale' paid to the 
soldiers and 
officers 
in the 
field.

"That doesn't necessarily mean 


that they were out in the streets, or 
attending motion picture shows—tho 
in too many cases this was true— 
but remained up in their homes, read- 
ing, or studying long after they 
should have been in bed. 


"A striking example of how regu- 


lar and plenteous sleep can rebuild 
the tissues of boys and girls may be 
had at the children's preventorium 
conducted by tho association at San 
Gabriel canyon. Some of the children 
who had been accustomed to retir- 
ing with the rest of the family at 
10, 11 and sometimes 12 o'clock, 
found it hard to get to sleep earlier. 


"But in a few days this was over-

"Bank debits in all cities listed 


iy the federal reserve board, except 
\vo, sliow healthy increases," Wood 
cported. 
"Employment last sum- 


ner was about '2 per cent greater 
han in 1927, while manufacturing 
ins been satisfactory with distinct 
mprovement in the metal industries. 
Wholesale and retail trade on the 
Pacific coast last August were about 


per cent greater than in 1927. 


Building activity has fallen off some- 
what, but automobile distribution 
has been more active.'' 


Wood also reported that total as- 


sets of state and national banks in 
California increased from $3,833,958,- 
000 on June 30, 1927, to $4,023,179,000 
on June 30, 192S. Total deposits in- 
creased from $3.043,153,000 to $3,- 
125,380,000. 


"Even the banks that reflected in 


their assets the effects of the agri-

The El Monte Airport— 


While the great mass of people are still thinking of avia- 


tion as something to be developed in the future, investiga- 
tion reveals that it is already here in astounding degree. 
While \ve are talking about becoming "air-minded," we-find 
that the air is full of airplanes, and that no longer is this 
industry something of an incidental activity. While \ve are 
thinking of aviation as something for our young sons to take 
up in the future, we find that aviation is a problem that we, 
right now, must embrace, and that the problems are our 
problems, not those of our sons. 


It will surprise some, no doubt, to learn that in the last 


few months, the United States has passed all Europe in 
aviation progress. There are today in the United States one 
thousand more planes in daily use than in all of the continent. 
Certain propagandists have been attempting to show that 
we are lagging behind the old world.. What is a fact is that 
we were laying the foundation for aviation, and as the coun- 
try gains momentum, the tremendous force of this great 
land makes it inevitable that it become a leader of all the 
world in the air, as in all progressive endeavor. 
While we 


have been thinking of Europe as ahead of us in commercial 
travel in the air. we find that we have 4.000 miles of air lanes 
in excess of the old countries. Incidentally, forty per cent 
of these air lanes are in the state of California. 


In approaching the need for a major airport in southern 


California we find that there are only three actually suitable 
sites in the area, based on the best technical advice obtain- 
able. There is a fair site near San Diego, and another could 
be made in San Fernando valley. But of all the area in the 
south, no site lends itself from every standpoint as does the 
El Monte site. Its advantages are spoken of by ones inti- 
mate with the problem as far outweighing any other site 
that has been proposed. 


Tf we maintain our ratio of growth in aviation we will 


have one plane in the air for even' 500 people in the country 
by next year. The day of the big planes is right upon us. 
machines that carry from twenty-five to fifty passengers. 
This means a long runway, plenty of room to take off and 
to land. That is what is supplied at El Monte. The people 
of this valley should be a unit in advocating the establish- 
ment of the major airport at El Monte, in the heart of the 
San Gabriel valley, the most ideally centralized point south 
of the Tehachepi. 


Startling Road Figures— 


It may startle the average San Gabriel valley citizen to 


learn that since 1928 the United States government has spent 
$613.993,977 on federal-aid roads. But he will be still more 
startled to realize that even that vast sum represents an ex- 
penditure of but fifty cents a year for each man, woman and 
child in the country. Those of us who know how thoroly 
the nation is now cob-webbed with fine highways can hardly 
believe that they have come at such a small cost to the fed"- 
eral taxpayer. 
Of course we have paid a state and county- 


tax. But none of us have been hurt, when we consider what 
we have received for our money and how great has been the 
benefits arising from our present wonderful highway system. 
There was a time when arguing road improvements was com- 
mon in every community. Today the argument is all one- 
sided—today we argue.if we don't get more of them. 
Fed- 


eral aid in road building has proven one of the wisest step« 
Lncle Sam has ever taken. Let us hope he doesn't slow up 
on the job. 


Preparedness Half the Battle— 


"It seem.- strange—but sad experience has proven that 


Jack I-rost apparently knows just when citrus growers are 
unprepared to give him a warm reception." says the Citro- 
graph. "Like a 'poor relation' he pops in at the most unex- 
pected times. 
The best way we know to make his visit a 


short one is to have plenty of heaters with a sufficient supply 
ol reserve fuel in case he decides to prolong his stay. 
The 


visiting season is open riirln now, so make sure that every- 
thing is ready. 


"Heaters should be placed in the grove, filled, and all 


ready for uring. 
If the heaters are new it might be best to 


hum them a tew hours to 'break them in.' 


"Check up on the fuel supply. See that you are provided 


with enough (or two fillings of the heaters'and. if possible 
more. 


"Examine heater torches. See that they are in good work- 


ing order; fill with fresh fuel. 
We recall the experience of 


one grower a year or so ago who found his torches wouldn't 
work just when he most needed them and as a consequence 
his crop was badly damaged. 


"Have the accuracy of your thermometers checked, if you 


have not already done so. 


"And, finally, remember that the success of orchard heat- 


ins hes principally with the hun-.a:-. c-.ation. Extra hc'p in 
case of low temperatures should be --ran-ed now 
Each 


helper should understand what his duties are to be so that a 
minimum of time will be lost in getting the heaters started. 


Halt the battle in orchard heating is in preparedness.'' 


Record Citrus Crop— 


Hemrt :\ra>.?: 
California orchardists have just complet- 


ed the shipment ol a citrus crop that returned $130,000000 
to the grower—a new total in the citrus industry 
The de- 


livered value of the citrus fruit shipped from this state in the 
year ending October 31 was $165.003.190, of which the rail- 
roads churned 535,000,000 for freight charges. The retail 
price ol the fruit is put down at nearly $100.000000 more 
suggesting that the distributors get almost as much for sell- 
ing the fruit as the orchardists do for producing it. 


The crop filled 59,396 cars and it is estimated that the 


crop now on the trees will be materially larger. The Florida 
crop last year was over 23,000 cars.

PRESENT YEAR 


Forest fires in California during 


the present year have cost $1,479,- 
580, it is announced in reports reach- 
ing the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 
Up to November 20, 


there were 20055 forest fires report- 
ed to the state department, showing 
781,614 acres burned over. 


Grass fires led with 347,920 acres 


burned over. 
There were 321,933 


acres of brush destroyed, while tim- 
ber acreage devastated was estimated 
at 76,976 acres. There 'were nearly 
15,000 acres of grain destroyed. 


Curiously enough, the greatest con- 


flagration in southern California is 
known as the "beauty mountain" 
fire. This burned from September 
17 to 29 and covered a total of 166,- 
000 acres. In Riverside and San 
Diego counties, it 'cost $41,625 to 
control.

HOMK OF MR. AND MRS. I. D. HOl'SER OX WEST COVINA BOULEVARD 


The completion by 1. D. Houser of 


:i handsome residence on his lli-acre 
orange grove located on West Covina 
boulevard nmrlts a bit of history 
familiar to the pioneers of the val- 
ley. This grove, one of the most 
valuable in the community, is a part
